24 explosion which demolished the Army Mathematics 
Research Center (AMRC j , Dr, Ben Noble of AMRC told 
the press, "We don : l work on projects for the Army 
as such, but merely on long range mathematical prob 
lems that may be helpful to anyone." Noble further 
contended that the center was not involved in sec 
ret work since all projects were reported in public 
annual reports. 


The AMRC was created in the late 1950s by the 
Defense Department and is the only such research 
center in the country. It is funded by the Army 
with $1.4 million annually. In 1968, AMRC had 12 
research fellows and 75 staff members proudly 
described by AMRC as "specialists in areas of value 
to the Army." In its reports to the Army, quite 
different from its public pronouncements, the 
AMRC boldly declared that these specialists "furnish 
instruction to Army personnel advise and assist 
them with respect to the solution of rjiath problems, 
make technical studies of the use of mathematics m 
Army activities and participate m Army sponsored 
mathematical meet mgs " 


The director- of the Center J„ Barkley Rosser, 
has clear ties with the military,, including a stint 
with the Institute for Defense Analyses. Rosser, 
who has helped develop the Rolans nnssi 3e, has 
openly stated that he "eery definitely" thought 
"that the work we do m useful to the Army."

Loscalzo. while at Wisconsin, strongly opposed 
the war m Vietnam., llns only shows the irrelevance 
of personal opinions within a system where "pure" 
research js encouraged financed and channeled for 
ends of which the researcher is indifferent or 
ignorant. It also shows that though such research 
"may be helpful to anyone" its most important bene- 
factor is U.S. imperialism. 


Demonstrations demanding the abolition of the 
AMRC kept the campus m turmoil all last year with 
repeated confrontations between students and police* 
The demand for the abolition of AMRC along with 
ROTC and the Land Tenure Center at Wisconsin, which 
does government research on Latin America., was 
supported by the student government. There were 
public hearings on the functions of AMRC* In Novem- 
ber, student anger was further fanned when David 
Siff 3 a young English professor who had researched 
the activities of AMRC was summarily dismissed* 

For months, debate raged m the Daily Cardinal., 
the campus newspaper, over the ties of the Math 
Center to the Army, beginning with a freshman ori 
entation supplement on imperialism and the univer- 
sity, and followed by symposiums, pamphlets, and 
departmental meetings which brought the issue be- 
fore virtually every member of the university com- 
munity. Action began in November with a march de- 
claring that "so long as there is a war in Vietnam 
there will be a war at the University of Wisconsin," 

A week of demonstrations planned for December 
brought down injunctions barring supposed leaders 
from activities ranging from entering classes in 
which they were not enrolled tc "voluntarily sing 
i ng m public buiUlmg- " Radi . a 1 s continued 
their pr --tests, h.-wc.-e i taking 'Wei -lasses to 
diseuss the issue* and engaging in coni ron tat ions 
with pul ice in mu.

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BLACK UNITY IS "UN -AMERICAN” : 

BLACK GIs ARRESTED, BEATEN 
LIBERATION News Service 

OCEANSIDE, Calif. (LNS) -- Cliff Mansker, 
a black marine active in the Black Unity Party, 
is currently being held in maximum security with 
diminished rations of 1300 calories per day in 
the Camp Pendleton Brig. 

Cliff was picked up in Oceanside recently 
for distributing the underground paper Black 
Unity. Since being taken into custody he has 
been attacked several times by MPs and brig 
guards who repeatedly rip off his black unity 
band. Each time Cliff is beaten they add new 
charges . 

Black unity bands are made of braided black 
shoelaces and are worn on the wrist, like 
identity bracelets. They originated in Vietnam, 
where black GIs used them as a symbol of black 
identity. They have since spread to the States 
and the majority of black marines at Camp Pendle- 
ton wear them. Many black marines have organized 
themselves into the Black Unity Party. 

The brass at Pendleton permit confederate 
flags to be flown and worn on .uniforms and wel- 
come other symbols of racism to be prominently 
displayed. They are waging war against the 
black unity band and against the black conscious- 
ness which it represents. They correctly see 
it as a threat to their power. The brig com- 
mander recently ordered a dozen black prisoners 
at Pendleton to remove their bands. When they 
refused be .had them beaten and the bands forci- 
bly removed -- the commander declared they 
were "un-American," 

Cliff was originally charged with refusing 
an order to. remove his unity band. He intended 
to fight the legality of that order at his 
court-martial, but the pigs were afraid he would 
win so they have trumped up charges through pro- 
vocation and harassment to insure Cliff's con- 
viction,. His court -martial will be soon, but 
every day Cliff remains in the brig he faces 
new brutality, and possible new charges. 
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FOUR MARINES ARRESTED FOR GIVING PEACE SIGN 

OCEANSIDE, Calif, (LNS) -- Four white 
marines from Camp Pendleton were arrested Aug t 
19 for flashing peace signs at an MP at the 
gates to the base. The four marines were re- 
turning from liberty and were sitting at the 
back of a bus. After the MP saw the sign he 
flagged down the bus and forced thgparines 
to lie face down in the dirt for half an hour. 

The next day the marines weie charged

The fedayeens 1 Land Rovers with heavy mach- 
ine guns and the Army's military vehicles pass 
each other in the traffic- In the early evening, 
you see members of the resistance's militia 
carrying submachine guns, going to tram after 
work . 

Joint patrols of the Jordanian Army and the 
Palestinian Armed Struggle Command in Amman are 
symbolic of the state of dual power. In one in- 
stance -- a clear defeat for the government of 
King Hussein -- joint patrols m jeeps led off 
the recent resistance demonstration against the 
U.S. -imposed peace plan, a plan which the Jor- 
danian government has accepted 

Outside the capital there are other signs of 
dual power, At the Synan-Jordaman border, there 
are two entrance gates -- one the ordinary govern- 
ment gate, the pther painted in the red, white, 
green and black of the Palestinian flag, and 
administered by the Armed Struggle Command. This 
is the entrance for commandos and those travel- 
ing on commando "passports;" the commando organ- 
izations issue papers with their official stamps 
which are accepted at the Jordanian border on a 
par with more conventional passports. 

The joint patrols aid border points witness 
the temporary willingness of the resistance move- 
ment to "share "power with the Hashemite monarchy 
and the fact that King hliissem has been compelled 
to put up with the bizarre state of dual power. 

The position of the resistance is dictated in 
part by their desire not to take power premature- 
ly -- for example not to take power until they 
are in an optimum position to deal with the 
Israeli or Amen can invasion that might ensue.. 

The King has neici willingly agreed to share 
power with the resistance, and has m fact sought 
to crush it militarily three tunes m the last 
two years . 

His effort to suppress the fedayeen met with

The real souixo oi Hussein's power is the 
U.S. Embassy.. Advice, mone> and arms rrom the U.S 
have moulded a ruthless counterinsurgency force 
out of Hussein's elite military units. They are 
coordinated by the Jordanian Special Bureau, 
first conceived of mNovember , 1968 as part of a 
CIA plan for suppression of the commandos- The 
plan was to be implemented with the appointment 
of Nasser Ben Jamil, Hussein's uncle, as commander 
in chief of the Jordanian Army m early 1969- 

In April, 1969, Ben Jamil sent a Jordanian 
lieutenant, code -named Nasr, to the United States 
for six months of counterinsurgency training with 
the American CIA. When Lt Nasr returned to Jordan, 
he established the "Special Bureau." 

The counterinsurgency units coordinated by the 
Special Bureau include the Bedouin Security Forces, 
a civil disturbances unit of about 3000 men, three 
batallions of Special Forces expressly created to 
suppress the commandos, and the Royal Palace Guard. 
The units depend for the most part on men recruited 
from roving Bedouin tribes, and number m all per- 
haps 10,000 men . 

In June, the counter insurgency forces and the 
Armored Divison (led then by the King's cousinj 
demonstrated a cold-blooded ability to shell refu- 
gee camps, and to shoot at ambulances on their 
way to hospitals with wounded commandos .and Palest- 
inians .

The press and the police could mote around, 
but the "spectators" [Lonnie’s supporters j were 
forced to sit in a two- foot wide corridor formed 
by ropes strung from poles, while the rest ot the 
courthouse remained empty if you tried to get a 
little more room by moving the ropes apait, a 
sheriff dubbed Jack the Ripper would snap the ropes 
back together whipping you or your neighbor m the 
process. Jack, who busted David Hilliard last May, 
also took great pleasure in searching people When 
a white woman was found with birth control pills in 
her purse, he told her, "You take these so you 
won’t have nigger babies from ail the niggers you 
lay, don’t you?" 

Lonnie faced 120 years in jail, or the death 
penalty, if convicted of all foui charges: kidnap- 
ping, conspiracy to kidnap, binding with criminal 
intent, and conspiracy to murder 

The jury took six seemingly endless days of 
deliberation to come to a verdict 


As Lonnie’s supporters kept a vigil going in- 
side and outside New Haven Superior Court, the jury 
came in no fewer than four times to hear the judge’s 
instructions read again. Ihe judge had defined 
conspiracy so broadly and so vaguely that it would 
be hard to find ;inyone innocent of that charge. He 
told the jury that circumstantial evidence was 
quite all right, that Lonnie’s pre-trial state- 
ments "were inconsistent with his plea of inno- 
cence,” and that Lonnie's claim of acting under 
the duress of (police agent j George Sams should 
not be taken seriously.

By Sunday, the courthouse scene reached the 
breaking point 

When Edith Jackson, 18- year -old Panther 
housing coordinator and faithful trial attender, 
didn’t move fast enough when the cops charged, she 
was beaten to the ground- Police then dragged her 
face down 100 reet to the courthouse, dropping her 
occasionally, and banging her face on the curb. 

Once inside the courthouse, she was dragged down 
the stairs, m tuii view ot the press, and charged 
with disorderly conduct and resisting arrest- 

Inside the courtroom, deliberations were 
reaching a climax The jury came back with a simple 
note: "Your honor, wc are m disagreement. Please 

advise . " 

Lonnie’s lawyer, Theodore Koskoff, moved im- 
mediately for a mistrial on the grounds that the 
State had not sustained its burden of proof. 

But Judge Mulvey was not about to let months 
of injustice slip by without a verdict. He read 
the jury what is known as the Chip Smith or "dyna- 
mite" charge It basically pressures the minority 
on the jury to go along with the majority: 

"If much the larger number of the panel are 
for a conviction, a dissenting juroi should consider 
whether the doubt in his own mind is a reasonable 
one which makes no impression upon the minds of so 
many men and women equally honest , equally intelli- 
gent with himself, who have heard the same evidence, 
with the same attention and with equal desire to 
arrive at the truth, and under the sanction of the 
same oath." 

(The Chip Smith Charge, of 1881, sent the 
defendant, Chip Smith, to the gallows. Its Con- 
stitutionality is being tested. J

The jury came back on Monday,, Aug, 31, with 
their verdict. It was clear that the black machine 
operator and the woman bartender, who had appeared 
to be on Lonnie’s side, were troubled. The court 
went through all the pomp of a verdict -- roll 
call, "What do you say, Mr, Foreman?" and so on. 

Then it began, "Kidnapping resulting in 
death" (a capital offense) -- Not Guilty, 

Lonnie, standing and facing the jury, grabbed 
the hand of his lawyer and waited for the next 
charge . 

Conspiracy to kidnap (possible 30-year 
sentence) -- Not Guilty. 

Then it came: "Conspiracy to murder, what is 
your verdict?" "Guilty, your honor." 

Gasps from the spectators A jolt running 
through Lonnie’s body, and agonized waiting for 
the final charge -- binding, which carries a 50- 
year penalty, 

"Not guilty, your honor." 

Then, while everyone was trying to understand 
what had happened, the judge was thanking the jury 
and setting Sept, 18 for Lonnie’s sentencing (maxi- 
mum penalty, 15 years in jail). 

Did the jury, mostly white, middle class, 
middle-aged, despite the blatant collaboration 
of the prosecution and the judge, despite the 
flaming headlines in the pig press, headlines 
which convicted Lonnie before he ever went on 
trial, want to completely acquit the Black Panther 
and put him back free, op the streets? Did the 
jury finally compromise because they were afraid 
they'd be kept sequestered until they did? Did 
they know that "conspiracy to murder" was the 
lightest of the charges? 

The burst of questions on the New Haven Green 
when the verdict came doyvn were stilled momentarily 
when the spirited crowd Marches through downtown 
New Haven, demanding that all political prisoners 
be freed. 

Lonnie still faces first degree murder charges 
in another county for the same incident. His law- 
yers will appeal this charge as double jeopardy. 
They also plan to appeal Lonnie's conviction. The 
other members of the New Haven 9, including Bobby 
Seale, must still stand trial this fall and winter, 
with Lonnie's conspiracy conviction on the books. 
And Lonnie, in the meantime, will remain in jail. 

So, in the words of the Chip Smith Charge, the 
"doubt in the mind" of a "dissenting juror" was 
"a reasonable one" after all -- the government must 
be gnashing its teeth because all the machinery it 
put into motion wasn't enough to send Lonnie McLu- 
cas to his death. All political prisoners and 
prisoners of war will be freed 1

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POLICL ATTACK Cl i. I CANOS PROTESTING WAR; 
JOURNALIST IS KILLED, MANY ARRESTED AND INJURED

LOS ANGELES (LNS) -- The National Chicano Mora- 
torium anti-war demonstration, which mobilized un- 
precedented numbers of the Chicano community here 
Aug . 29, was the target of an apparently planned, 
bloody police riot. 

The police attack involved the use of clubs, 
guns, and teargas. It led to the murder of Chicano 
journalist Ruben Salazar, numerous injuries, and the 
arrest on trumped-up felony charges of several lead- 
ers and candidates of the Colorado Crusade for 
Justice and La Raza Umda Party. 

At least 20,000, and possibly as many as 
40,000, marched peacefully through the East Los 
Angeles barrio, reflecting the militant spirit 
and the march's overwhelming community support. 
Thousands lined the march route to cheer. Constant 
chants of "Chicano Power," "Raza si, guerra no," 

[our people yes, war no!] and "Viva La Raza!" 
set the march's tone. 

Thousands of banners also captured the march- 
er's militancy: "Be Brown and be proud," "Our 
fight is in Atzlan, not in Vietnam," "Brown is 
together," and "Atzlan: Love it or leave it." 

Atzlan is the Chicano name for the Mexican- Ameri- 
can land and community in the US t Southwest * 

Most of the marchers were young, but all seg- 
ments of the Chicano community were represented. 

From the very outset, the organizers of the 
demonstration concentrated on making the action a 
massive, unified, outpouring of people to project 
the central anti-war theme: "Bring all the Camales 
[kinfolk] home," 

The Los Angeles County sheriff's department 
deputies, however, were looking for trouble from 
the very beginning of the action. At virtually ev- 
ery corner along the route of march, police were 
stationed in groups of two and three. Their con- 
temptuous attitude provoked several incidents 
during the march , 

When the march reached the rally site in La- 
guna Park, the crowd was m a festive mood. People 
picnicked on food provided by the Moratorium and 
listened to music while they waited to hear the 
speeches by Rosalio Munoz, Moratorium leader. 

Corky Gonzales of the Denver Crusade for Justice, 
Caesar Chavez of the United Farm Workers, and others 

Munoz was able to gi\/e a brief presentation, 
-tuat^near the end of his speech it was clear 

that the police intended to make trouble. Utilizing 
a minor incident at a store near the rally as a 
pretext, a police line formed on the edge of the 
field and moved toward the crowd For a moment, 
the crowd resisted. Massive police reinforcements 
were quickly brought up, and with no warning the 
crowd was attacked by a rampaging army of cops. 

From five-hundred to a thousand cops were in-

Another man was knocked through a plate-glass 
window by the explosion of a teargas grenade, 
according to the police 

The police arrested a reported 185 people, 
including Corky Gonzales and 16 candidates and 
leaders of the Colorado Raza Uni da Party, all on 
lelony charges. Gonzales was hooked on r.he frame- 
up charge of aimed i obbery . and bond was set at 
$9 , OoO 

Responding to the repression, masses of Chi- 
canos vent then fury on cops and burned down 
Anglo- owned businesses into the night, destroy- 
ing an estimated SI million worth of property.

The money, of 
course, was fully accounted for as travel ex- 
penses laid out by the Crusade for Justice, and 
the cops have not been able to specify any par- 
ticular robbery Gonzales is supposed to have com- 
mitted . 

Moreover, it is hardly plausible that a na- 
tional leader of the Chicano Moratorium coming 
to a city to address a nationwide demonstration 
is going to select that occasion to commit a 
robbery . 

Yet, for the racist Los Angeles Police De- 
partment, it no doubt appears "routine" to arrest 
any Chicano carrying a large sum of money on "sus- 
picion of armed robbery." 

The fact that Gonzales and those arrested 
with him have not yet been released is a clear 
indication of the attempt to intimidate the Chi- 
cano community and to keep its leadership out of

Someone walked into a police station in 
Philadelphia on September 1 and shot the desk 
sergeant to death. He was the 15th U.S> police- 
man killed "in unprovoked attacks" this year, 
according to the FBI- In Chicago, cops have 
been killed while patrolling black housing pro- 
jects on special pacification duty. Two Cali- 
fornia cops were shot to death while writing out 
traffic tickets; an Omaha, Nebraska policeman 
died when he was lured to the porch of an empty 
house and picked up a suitcase filled with ex- 
plosives * 

The backdrop to these acts -- police of- 
ficials are now calling them "out and out ass- 
assinations" -- is the black ghetto- Enlightened 
cops are beginning to call ghettos "inner cities, 1 
but it is too late. More and more black people 
are beginning to call them colonies. 

Policemen in colonies are soldiers, armed 
troops of colonial power. When people strike 
back at colonial power, they are hitting the 
force that shoots and kills their children 
senselessly, the force that tortures, that 
evicts them from their homes, that rounds up 
their political leaders, that assassinates their 
revolutionaries, that frustrates their aspira- 
tions as a people at every turn. They kill po- 
licemen- "There are some areas of this city," 
said a Los Angeles police inspector, "where 
the residents feel they are at armed war with 
the police , " 

The war is at an embryonic stage; there 
is not yet any coordination of effort, nor a 
vocal articulation of political demands by the 
individuals or groups who ir.av be responsible for 
the armed attacks on the cups. In fact, black 
militant activists like the Black Panthers, who 
have strongly put forth the idea of "the black 
colony inside the white mother country," have 
themselves been targets 01 violence, intimida- 
tion and assassination -- directed at them by 
the poll ce . 

Sever a I instances of attacks on cops have 
been backed up by a political program or state- 
ment; credit tor the bombing, of the New I oik 
City police headquarters was taken by under- 
ground Weathermen, who called the blast a con- 
crete blow against repression ir t:.e ghetto,

Radicals black and white have raised questions 
about the usefulness ot singling out individual 
policemen as targets on which to focus the revolu- 
tionary energy of the people- But a Detroit police 
spokesman pretty much put his finger on the rea- 
soning bch-nu the growing number oi violent actions 
against cops: "It's hard to get at the politicians, 
the judges anil bureaucrats, but we’re right here 
in the st reet " 

The people m black communities are also m the 
streets; some of them are revolutionaries and almost 
all of them are burning with anger- Some of the 
police in black communities are liberals with BA s 
in sociology. One of those educated cops in Oakland, 
California recent!)' said "No matter how hard 1 fight 
it I find my feelings hardening against Negroes. 

I’m scared most of the time." 

Other cops, especially blacks in heavily black 
cities like Washington, D.C\, are simply quitting 
the force because they do not want to be used to., 
physically repress their own neighbors In other lo- 
calities around the country, even some white cops ate 
beginning to have serious qualms about using force 
against students and young people. Incidents such as 
the killings at Kent State -- involving white deaths 
-- have brought the reality of police repression a 
little closer home to more liberal "law enforcers." 

But most policemen are brutal shock troops for 
the "politicians, judges and bureaucrats," The 
dialectic is unmistakable, and the combination of 
these two forces on the streets of American cities 
is leading in one direction. A Detroit cop put it 
very simply: "It’s like being m a guerrilla war," 
he said. 
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Cl IA CHA JIMENEZ OF THE YOUNG LORDS 
KIDNAPPED 

CHICAGO (LNSJ -- Cha Cha Jimenez, former chair- 
man of the Young Lords Organization, was kidnapped 
August 11 while he was spending the night at a 
friend's house waiting to go to trial the next morn- 
ing. Cha Cha’s friend was badly beaten and knocked 
unconscious; when he awoke, Cha Cha was missing 

The Lords have gotten no word about Cha Cha’s 
condition or whereabouts since his disappearance. 

"Cha Cha is a revolutionary, and therefore an enemy 
of the state," a Young Lord explained "Whoever 
took him had to have a very good Intel ligeiuc net- 
work -- one with the complexity of the Chicago Po- 
lice Department The Latin community and the 

Young Lords Organization hold the Chicago Police 
Department responsible for insuring that nothing 
happens to Cha Cha." 

"Hus is the same police that murdered Chairman 
Fred Hampton m his bed, you know-" said another

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PIGS RAID THREE PANTHER OFFICES IN PHILADELPHIA: 

14 PANTHERS ARE IN JAIL

PHILADELPHIA (LNS) -- The latest attempt to 
wipe out the Black Panther Party was launched 
with three early morning raids on the Germantown, 
West Philadelphia and North Philadelphia branches 
of the Party Aug. 31. Panthers living at the 
West Philadelphia and North Philadelphia branches 
fought back when the pigs -- armed to the teeth 
with rifles, shotguns and tear gas -- attacked. 

Three cops recieved minor injuries from shotgun 
pellets, no Panthers were hurt. (Only one person 
was at the Germantown office. He was taken in 
and later released. ) 

The outnumbered West and North Side Panthers 
were finally forced to surrender -- as they came 
out of their homes they were stripped, put up 
against the wall and searched, Fourteen Panthers, 
nine men and five women, are now in jail on 
what is getting to be the standard Panther ransom 
-- $100,000. The charges are familiar, too -- 
assault with intent to kill, possession of deadly 
weapons, and conspiracy. 

Big Man, national Minister of In format, j on for 
the Party, stated at a Philadelphia news conference: 
"The whole purpose of today’s raids was to sup- 
press the Black Panther constitutional convention."

Rizzo claims that his police started firing 
funs and tear gas only after their call to open 
up" was met with gunfire at the houses. But 
the establishment reporters whom Rizzo had 
invited along- to watch the fun betrayed him. 

The Philadelphia Bulletin reported that 
police began the North Philly raid "by breaking 
out the windows and hurling tear gas cannisters 
inside 

A Bulletin reporter on the scene of the 
West Side attack noted that when the raiders 
arrived at 6 a.m». Staff Inspector Robert Kopsitz 
hit the door repeatedly with an ax before a 
policeman called out that they were there with 
a warrant, 

The Black Panther Party has not been in- 
timidated by the raids. "We are still going 
forth with our plenary session," says Big Man. 

"If Rizzo wants to murder Panthers there will 
be Panthers around this weekend. Fascism won't 
stop us." 
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NEW YORK PANTHER 21: 

THE TRIAL RESUMES -- TURN OUT SEPT 8! 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- The New York Panther 21 
trial will resume on September 8. .The pretrial 
hearings on this case began in February. Jury se- 
lection and the duration of the trial itself 
will take us into 1971 or 1972 . 

Thirteen New York Panthers are being held on 
charges of Conspiracy to bomb the Bronx Bo- 
tanical gardens, police and railroad stations, 
and several department stores. Although held on 
approximately 1.9 million dollars ransom, five 
of the 13 indicted have been able to make bail. 

The Constitution doesn't allow for political 
trials, so the state creates criminal charges in 
order to prosecute political people. A few hours 
spent in the Panther 21 court room challenges most 
of the deeply ingrained assumptions one might 
have about the legal system. 

"Don’t you have an objection to that?" Judge 
Murtagh asks the prosecution about almost, any 
point the defense ts 

The wire tapping /hre based on evidence from 
an informer who has already been cited as crimin- 
ally insane and who had spent most of his life 
in 15 different mental institutions. 

During the decisions oi pretrial hearing 
sessions, the Judge spent much time criticizing 
the defense lawyers for theii "attitude" or 
the "looks they gave one another" or their "tone 
of voice." At one moment he accused the defense 
lawyers of "inciting" misbehavior among the de- 
fendants; in the next moment he gave the prose- 
cution permission to show the "terrorist" film 
"The Battle of Algiers" to be used as evidence 
against the Panther Party.

As long as the state knows that its 
every move is being watched and judged it will be 
careful. If the government knows that the mass 
base of support is not out there it will quiet iy 
accomplish its own end -- the destruction of the 
Panther Party and any other revolutionary force 
that opposes the state,
